SETTLING FOR WAY LESS 

Republicans have a plan to lower health costs: 

Really bad insurance 


R ep. Steve Drazkowski 
(R-Mazeppa) has never been a 
fan of health care for the masses. 
Or at least not Obamacare. 
‘'We need to stop the march toward 
government takeover and turn directly 
to supporting individual health care, 
freedom, and choice,” he wrote in the 
Rochester Post Bulletin in 2014. 

But it’s one thing to sit on the sidelines 
and talk about how you could do better. 
It’s entirely another to actually come 
up with your own plan. Now we know 
what Drazkowski’s definition of better 
health care really is. 

It means the possibility of no coverage 
for cancer, prenatal care, mental health, 
and 65 other issues for the more than 
100,000 Minnesotans who buy insur¬ 
ance on their own. These are among the 
details of the Minnesota House Repub¬ 


licans’ bill to address the state’s health 
insurance crisis. 

Last fall, Minnesotans who bought 
insurance without the help of an 
employer, and who earn too much for 
federal tax credits, were notified their 
premiums would rise an estimated 36 
to 67 percent. 

The unwanted news was a call to action. 
During the new legislative session, GOP 
and DFL lawmakers have been hammer¬ 
ing out different strategies to provide 
some financial relief. 

Both parties propose rebates for buyers. 
It’s the House GOP plan that’s raising 
eyebrows. Specifically, Drazkowski’s 
amendment to it. 

It says insurers must offer at least one 
plan that covers the nearly 70 medical 
issues mandated by state and federal 
law. These range from Lyme disease to 


addiction services, OB-GYN access to 
in-patient care for childbirth. But after 
that, they can go wild, dropping all or 
some of those mandated by law. 

The amendment would also apply to 
people who buy insurance through work, 
meaning companies could once again 
foist bad policies on their employees, says 
Rep. Diane Loeffler (DFL-Minneapolis). 

She calls it “pick six” insurance — 
buy a cheaper policy by picking the six 
maladies you want covered just in case. 
Then roll the dice and hope you don’t 
need health care for the other 60 or so 
not covered. 

“If this were to become law,” she says, 
“I think we’ll see a lot more fundraisers 
for medical bills.” 

But Drazkowski appears to be mighty 
proud of his work. 

“This is a great first step in reducing 
the very regulations that contribute to our 
soaring health care premiums,” he wrote 
in a press release last week. “If someone 
wants to buy a plan that doesn’t include 
certain benefits and they choose to pay 
the penalty, this gives Minnesotans that 
freedom to be covered while lowering 
their costs.” 



The plan would allow for policies that 
don’t cover cancer, diabetes, or 65 other 
ailments.

The Governors Twilight Zone 

Remember, dear legislators: Dayton is more popular than all of you put together 


O n Monday night, Gov. Mark 
Da 5 d;on gave his seventh and 
second-to-last State of the State, 
presenting himself as the last 
bulwark against “some politicians” — read: 
Republican majorities — who are prep- 
ping “a feast of tax giveaways to a handful 
of wealthy individuals, corporations, and 
special interests.” 

About 40 minutes into his speech. Day- 
ton took a long, unsteady sip of water. He 
struggled through a few words of his next 
line, head nodding, and slumped over the 
podium. An eerie silence fell over the Capitol 
as Republicans called the speech to a halt. 

Then the next day, the governor casu¬ 
ally disclosed he’d been diagnosed with 
prostate cancer, saying he’d stay on the 
job while seeking treatment. 

Da 5 d:on’s lack of concern for his own 
welfare is one reason so many Minnesotans 
respect him. But these are scary times for 
progressives in this state. Mark Dayton’s 
all they’ve got left. 

He had already predicted a “very dif¬ 
ficult” session, citing the likelihood that 
Republicans — most importantly. House 
Speaker Kurt Daudt — will play politics 
with the budget, tilting ever right-ward 
as they jockey for position in a 2018 gov¬ 
ernor’s race. 

At 69, and with no races left to run, Day¬ 
ton’s got no skin in the game. That ought to 
make him the only person worth listeningto. 
Instead, it somehow makes him irrelevant, 
a “lame duck” with a measly 700-some 
days left in office. 

But now’s a good time for bullish con¬ 
servatives in the Capitol to remember one 
thing: Mark Dayton is more popular than 
the lot of you combined. 


In 2014, Dayton became the first governor 
in 20 years to win more than 50 percent of 
the vote. His 59 percent approval rating is 
13th-highest among American governors. 

Minnesotans have their reasons. Roughly 
1.4 billion of them: the state’s budget sur¬ 
plus, a $6 billion turnaround from when he 
took office. Da 3 Ton arrived at it by taxing 
the wealthiest, smokers, and corporations. 
Dayton wants to spend it on childcare, early 
learning, tax cuts for families, broadband 
internet for rural people, jobs and educa¬ 
tion programs for minorities. 

Da54on took from the rich and wants to 
give it to the poor. He’s Robin Hood with 
creaky hips and a frown. 

That grimace can be blamed on how 
much he hates the process. And how wor¬ 
ried he is for his state. 

With months before the deadline, he’s 
already warned that a budget impasse 
might end in a shutdown. He’s recalling 
2011, when last he tussled with Republican 
majorities and eventually signed a deal 
he hated, just to keep the government in 
operation. 

Is there any reason to think that won’t 
happen again? 

‘T^o,” one DFL insider said, sighing. ‘We 
care, and they don’t. The mentality among 
some of these people on the right wing of 
the right wing is just to watch the whole 
thing burn.” 

Here’s how that’ll work: Conservatives 
point to the surplus as a sign the state is 
“over-taxed” and announce apian to shred it 
with tax cuts. That’s always popular, except 
for those who don’t pay taxes. Namely, the 
kids and poor people Da54on likes. 

Republicans haven’t rolled out their tax 
bill yet, but let’s assume they’ll follow the 


helpful guidance of the Minnesota Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce. They usually do. The 
corporate powerhouse spends millions 
backing Republicans, then spends millions 
more on lobbying to remind them. And 
the Chamber’s priorities are getting rid 
of corporate property taxes and slashing 
corporate income taxes. 

The Chamber also wants to get rid of the 
estate tax (i.e. the villainous “death tax”), 
which, at its $2 million threshold, affects 
only the wealthiest 3 percent of recently 
dead Minnesotans. 

Granting these rich man’s wishes 
would leave the state billions of dollars 
in debt within a few years... unless we just 
stopped pa 3 dngfor stuff In late December, 
key Republicans sent an ominous letter 
to state agencies, asking them to prepare 
plans for how they would weather a 10 
percent budget cut. 

That’s steep, even in a time of deficit. To 
threaten that cut in a time of surplus is to 
declare war on the very idea of government. 

These days even Dayton’s successes 
look like failures in waiting. Last week he 
announced Minnesota would receive $350 
million in federal funds to buy farmland 
surrounding bodies of water. But only if 
the state ponies up nearly $100 million. 

When it comes to money for clean water, 
the well might be dry. While questioning 
a state water regulator. Rep. Mark Uglem 
(R-Champlin), a former paint manufac¬ 
turing executive, asked why Minnesota 
doesn’t consult with “other outside experts 
that disagree with your scientific analysis.” 

And cattle farming Rep. Dale Lueck 
(R-Aitkin) wondered why regulators don’t 
outsource their analysis to “the private 
sector,” who could “tell you ‘no’ in a micro¬ 



second” if it’s a bad idea. 

In other words, just send a note to busi¬ 
nesses asking, “Hey, sorry to bother you, 
but do you think we should regulate you?” 

It’s with these backbenchers—influenced 
by corporate cash and untethered from 
scientific fact — that Da54on must nego¬ 
tiate. Daudt and Senate Majority Leader 
Paul Gazelka might actually want what’s 
best for the state. But they’re bound by 
the even-farther-right, the “watch it burn” 
caucus, who act as if they wish the state 
government would just go out of business. 

Faced with this prospect, it’s no wonder 
Dayton seems sad and lonely. This is not 
how he pictured the twilight years of his 
public service. 

Buck up. Governor. After all these years, 
the people of Minnesota still like you. 
Remember that, and remind them why. 03

planning, and building. 

Prior Lake schools had paid the company 
a king’s ransom. While overseeing about 
$35 million worth of various upgrades and 
renovations. Nexus had collected close to 
$9 million in fees and bonuses. 

Paying a middleman that much didn’t 
make sense to Enger, the board’s fiscal hawk. 
She wanted Nexus’ contract re-evaluated 
by lawyers. In writing. 

Her request seemed innocuous enough. 
Prior Lake had serious growing pains. To 
accommodate swelling enrollment, the dis¬ 
trict was asking residents for upward of $150 
million to build more classrooms, modernize 
technology, and upgrade athletic facilities. 

According to Julie Cink, the schools’ 
business director, that meant the district 
was on the hook to Nexus for in excess of 
$10 million if voters finally approved the 
referendum. Enger wanted to make sure 
there weren’t any surprises. 

“I’m not an attorney, and none of us have 


that background in construction,” she said. 
“As a board, we have nothing to lose, but 
everything to gain from getting a legal opin¬ 
ion.... Let’s do it right.” 

Ruelle looked up from behind her glasses, 
her chin still pointed south. 

Not happening, she said. We’ve already 
gotten the verbal okay from lawyers. 

‘We’re not changing the contract tonight,” 
added vice chairman Todd Sorensen. “We’re 
bound by the contract....” 

Enger slumped. Some nerve she had pub¬ 
licly defying majority wisdom. 

“At this point we need to move on,” Ruelle 
chided. “...I don’t understand why we’re 
still discussing this.” 

Enger, she said, was merely working “a 
delay tactic.” 

Perhaps. But for good reason. Consum¬ 
mated without public explanation and 
defended with impunity, the Nexus deal is 
a case study of how consultants find gold 
in Minnesota’s schools.

Shake your moneymaker 


E linor Burkett’s 2002 hook, Another 
Planet: A Year in the Life of a Subur¬ 
ban High School, chronicled Prior 
Lake’s pride and insecurities, depicting 
it as both beautiful and flawed. The book 
illuminated youth as king, providing an 
intimate portal into those charged with

four years of pep rallies and lunchroom 
cliques. 

What’s irrefutably changed since that 
account is that Prior Lake has officially 


arrived. Today, dreamers, breeders, and 
anglers comingle in the southwestern 
suburb, its 30,000 residents triple the 
population of 1990. 

About 7,800 kids attend Prior Lake- 
Savage Area Schools, 2,500 of whom make 
its high school one of Minnesota’s largest 
and most crowded. The building, opened 
in 2003, was intended to accommodate 
2 , 000 . 

The district has also become an open 
enrollment destination. At Glendale Ele¬ 
mentary, one-third of the kids come from 
outside of Prior Lake and Savage. 

At the same time the high school makes 
Newsweek’s top schools list. Lakers’ sports 
teams smell of victory. The girls volleyball 
team made the state tournament again 
after finishing runner-up in 2015. The case 
can be made that last year’s boys hockey 
team, which lost in the section final, was 
the best high school team in Minnesota. 

‘Trior Lake very much sees itself as the 
next Eden Prairie,” says longtime resident 
Joe Mannelly. “It wants to have this repu¬ 
tation of the best public schools as well 
as the athletic facilities that support the 
best sports programs.” 

To those aims. Prior Lake summoned 
outside help in 2012. The plan would 
involve three phases: evaluating its needs, 
modernizing existing buildings, and build¬ 
ing new classrooms, athletic facilities, and 


perhaps schools. 

While it would require one of the larg¬ 
est school funding referendums in recent 
state history, its situation wasn’t unique. 

The business of public education has 
spawned a specialized kind of vendor. 
They’re called construction services man¬ 
agers. They serve as consultants, assess¬ 
ing facilities operations and planning for 
future needs. 

But these companies don’t just consult. 
They parlay their expertise into managing 
the very work they say is needed, providing 
incentive for them to urge as much building 
as possible. They oversee refurbishments 
and new construction from planning to 
completion, collecting fees with each move. 

Some districts separate consulting from 
construction management. In 2010, Way- 
zata summoned public bids to assess its 
facilities. Nine firms applied, with Wold 
Architects and Engineers securing the 
$78,000 contract. 

Wold would later earn Wayzata’s archi¬ 
tectural and engineering work, but the 
firm had to reapply for that job. Kraus- 
Anderson would score the construction 
manager contract. 

By contrast. Prior Lake seemed to do 
as little as possible to protect its money. 

Instead of putting out a public request 
for consulting proposals, the district used 
word-of-mouth, admits business director

ICS Consulting of Blaine had other 
public school clients, including Shakopee, 
Fairmont, and Pequot Lakes. It offered to 
evaluate Prior Lake for a lump sum not 
to exceed $19,000. 

The company also proposed to take on 
the role of‘‘program manager,” overseeing 
everything from engineering to construc¬ 
tion. It again pitched a lump fee based on 
the total budget, which would later be 
estimated to fall somewhere between $3 
and $5 million. 

There are advantages to having one firm 
handle both roles. The upside is cohe¬ 
sion from start to finish. But the risk is 
an incentive to increase costs. 

Nexus wasn’t officially a company in the 
spring of 2012. It wouldn’t register with the 
Minnesota Secretary of State until June. 

Its principals, Michael David and Brent 
Jones, had parted ways with their longtime 
employer, Johnson Controls, where they 
amassed decades of experience in energy 
use and facilities management. They’d 
been part of Johnson’s team overseeing 
Duluth’s ambitious school plan. 

By all accounts, the $315 million project 
on the North Shore was a show. Duluth 
needed to slim its existing buildings, reno¬ 
vate others, and build anew. The result, 
according to projections, would be stable 
financial footing by way of $122 million 


in savings over 18 years. 

Johnson’s promises of savings fell woe¬ 
fully short. They were compounded by 
budget overruns, increased fees, and money 
for unbudgeted expenses like temporary 
heating and additional personnel. 

What was originally a $296 million plan 
ballooned by $19 million. 

But Duluth’s pain proved Johnson’s gain. 
According to the district’s director of busi¬ 
ness services, Johnson received almost 
$57 million for its work — with nearly 
$45 million coming in various fees. 

“Our schools were supposed to be in good 
shape for decades, is how it was presented 
by Johnson Controls and the people sup¬ 
porting the plan,” says Sharia Gardner, a 
former Duluth city councilwoman. 

“If it was possible to do again, I know 
there’s no way, no way at all, the com¬ 
munity would choose the same. The new 
buildings are nice, I will say that. But at 
what cost? It hasn’t been worth the dol¬ 
lars or the harm it’s done.” 

Duluth’s lessons would be lost220 miles 
to the south. 

No one seems willing to say how Nexus 
discovered Prior Lake, or vice versa. What 
is known is that Nexus pitched itself as the 
total package. For $95,000, the company 
would assess Prior Lake’s needs. 

The bid came in at $76,000 more than 
ICS’. It also came with the “understand¬ 


ing” that Nexus would also be contracted 
“for all professional services required to 
implement this work.” 

In other words, ICS had offered a 
$19,000 first date. Nexus was proposing 
a multimillion-dollar marriage, with a lot 
more strings attached. 

Nexus also pitched fees seemingly well 
above what other districts were paying. 
Architectural services came in at almost 
8 percent. Engineering, close to 9 per¬ 
cent. Construction management, nearly 
6 percent. 

Compare these with what Wayzata 
schools paid. In 2014, voters approved 
a $109 million building and technology 
funding referendum. According to Finance 
Director Jim Westrum, Wold Architects 
and Engineers fixed fees averaged out to 
be about 6.5 percent. Kraus-Anderson, the 
construction services manager, earned 
slightly more than 2 percent. It also agreed 
to a cap “for site services and fees” that 
wouldn’t “exceed $2,120,205.” 

Edina found cheaper work as well. It 
paid Kraus-Anderson less than a 1.5 per¬ 
cent construction management fee for its 
recent referendum work, according to an 
email obtained by City Pages from Margo 
Bauck, director of business services. 

But just weeks after signing up with 
the secretary of state. Nexus landed the 
Prior Lake job. 


The middleman taketh 


T hen- Superintendent Sue Ann Gruver 
would explain the decision in an 
email that, according to business 
chief Cink, was sent to members of the 
school board. 

Yes, Nexus was more expensive, admitted 
Gruver, but its plan took a “fresh, holistic 
look at our district.” 

ICS wanted to partner with the district 
when picking designers and outsourcing 
contractors. On the other hand. Nexus’ “in- 
house engineering team has an excellent 
reputation,” she said, adding that “their 
approach provides us with sole source 
accountability.” 

There was an added bonus, according 
to Gruver. From energy usage to copying 
costs. Nexus would conduct a comprehen¬ 
sive audit. This, she said, “would help us 
make better use of taxpayer dollars” by 
identifying waste. 

(Messages left for Gruver were not 
returned. Neither David nor Jones 
responded to repeated interview requests.) 

Ruelle was sold. Though Nexus was a 
new company, its leaders had decades of 
expertise doing this very work. 

Yes, there were rumblings about John¬ 
son’s work in Duluth. But Ruelle wasn’t 
particularly curious. “I didn’t go into the 
details or an34hing,” she says. She felt com- 
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fortable with the firm’s pitch of one-stop 
accountahility. 

“The idea of having one company that’s 
responsible for ever 5 ^ingmade good busi¬ 
ness sense.” It would also prove expensive. 
Nexus was allowed to tack a 10 percent 
fee on top of its reimbursable expenses, 
be they for postage or office supplies. 

Later that year, the parties entered 
another agreement that would also pay 
Nexus for various energy, operational, and 
maintenance savings it said the district 
would achieve. 

Company projections said this would 
amount to $3.8 million over 15 years. Yet 
most of those savings would be devoured 
by Nexus’ performance bonuses. And the 
company would begin to collect these pay¬ 
outs before the savings even became reality. 
By last year, they had already amounted 
to $3.2 million, according to Cink. 

All told over the past three years. Nexus 
has administered about $35 million in proj¬ 
ects, while collecting $8.7 million in fees 
and bonuses. 

Business in a vacuum 


T he third and most lucrative leg of 
Prior Lake’s plan was unveiled to 
the public a year ago. The district 
had tallied its list of needs — aided in no 
small way by Nexus’ advice. The tab came 
to $150 million. 

The 100-plus item roster included 12 
school additions, a second-to-none robot¬ 
ics lab, six new high school gyms, and a 
new elementary school. 

Ruelle was a fan. 

“It was based on where we were at and 
where we needed to be over the next 10 
years,” she says. 

Ruelle’s enthusiasm wasn’t totally 
shared. Mannelly, who moved from Eden 
Prairie 16 years ago, got sticker shock from 
the price of the new elementary school. 


School board member Melissa Enger 
has often stood alone in questioning 
the wisdom of the district’s contract 
with Nexus Solutions. 


He was among those soon pointing out 
that Redtail Ridge Elementary, built four 
years earlier, cost 30 percent less. 

“I asked why it was going to be so much 
more expensive,” says Mannelly. “I was 
told by Julie Cink construction costs were 
higher. 

“She said she’d been told construction 
materials had gone up 15 percent every 
year.” 

But that figure seems inflated. According 
to a construction cost index compiled by 
Mortenson Construction, a Golden Valley 
contractor whose projects have included 
U.S. Bank Stadium and Target Field, materi¬ 
als prices rose just 18 percent over a five- 
year period from 2011 through mid-2016. 

As Mannelly was scratching his head, a 
group calling itself Citizens for Account¬ 
able Government was combing through 
Nexus’ fees. 

Its members caught wind of what the 
company had been paid and started ask¬ 
ing questions. The queries were met with 
vague assurances that often turned into 
defensiveness when pressed, according 
to Accountable Government member 
John Diers. 

“I was appalled when I found out about 
the contract,” he says. “Here we have all 
this public money and nowhere does it 
seem is there any accountability.” 

Unfortunately, Prior Lake’s problems 
were baked in at infancy. 

Without open public bidding for the 
original consultant and management 
contract, “it becomes that much harder 
to know what kind of deal you’re getting 
in the real world,” says professor David 
Larson of Mitchell Hamline School of Law. 

“If you’re going to profit from the work 
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that’s goingto be done, of course you have 
an incentive to provide the largest estimate 
possible.” 

Last spring some residents got out their

calculators, trying to gauge what Nexus 
stood to collect. The contract’s dizzying 
fee schedule and unbudgeted expenses 
only allowed for educated guesswork. 

So they started with a number the school 
district provided: Nexus fees were esti¬ 
mated at 15 percent of the total budget. 
At $150 million, that meant $22.5 million. 

‘We found out what happened in Duluth 
and it didn’t take us long to realize $30 
million, quite possibly more, was what 
Nexus might very well take in,” says Diers. 
‘When we asked for hard numbers, all 
we were told was Nexus fees were in line 
with industry standards.” 

School board vice-chair Sorensen was 
quick to dismiss their misgivings. 


“If the referendum passes,” he wrote 
in May 2016, “Nexus’ professional fees 
would be significantly less than the $30 
million....” 

In one correspondence, Sorensen also 
assured the group that “Nexus has a strong 
reputation... and their fees are in line with 
industry standards.” 

That doesn’t jibe with Wayzata’s expe¬ 
rience. For the same kind of services, it 
added up to about 10.5 percent, according 
to business director Westrum. 

And unlike in Prior Lake, Wayzata 
restricted payments for unbudgeted 
items to minor out-of-pocket expenses 
like printing and mileage — with no 10 
percent tack-on for ever 5 Thing spent. 

The gloves eome off 


I n the weeks leading up to Prior Lake’s 
$150 million referendum last May, the 
district mailed literature asking, ‘What 
if the Referendum Does Not Pass?” 

It warned of school boundary changes 
and raised the specter of safety because 
“we would not be able to improve security 
at all buildings.” 

At the high school. Superintendent Teri 
Staloch, who’d succeeded the retired Gru- 
ver, convened a seniors-only meeting. The 
group watched a district-produced video 


emphasizing the referendum’s import. 

“This excellent and popular school dis¬ 
trict” needs more space for its students, 
technology for learning, and security for 
its buildings, the narrator says. 

“When it’s turned into an emotional 
argument, what gets neglected is the fis¬ 
cal stewardship part,” Diers says. “But 
that’s what some people were wanting to 
turn it into. You were either for children 
or against.” 

The referendum failed by 457 votes. 

“There was this myth that the people 
who don’t have kids didn’t want to sup¬ 
port the referendum,” says board member 
Enger. “That’s an outright fallacy... They 
knew we have to be smart and live within 
our means.” 

Enger had been the only member to 
vote against bringing the referendum to 
voters, saying she couldn’t justify asking 
residents to pay for “125 different con¬ 
struction projects.” 

She would pay for her dissent. 

Last summer, an accuser told district 
officials Enger had hosted a prom party 
where alcohol and marijuana were present. 

The school board hired a law firm, 
which found the accusations baseless. It 
nonetheless cost taxpayers nearly $8,000. 

“I think anybody who has aparty like that 
and something happens... would expect a 
full investigation,” vice chairman Sorensen 


told the Star Tribune. 

Fellow board member Chad Rittenour, 
however, told the newspaper the matter 
reeked of “political shenanigans.” 

The episode left marks. Enger declined 
to discuss the investigation. She does say 
it was “easily one of the most awful things 
I’ve had to go through in my life.” 

“Over promise, under deliver” 

A S Prior Lake crafts plans for a sec¬ 
ond referendum, words of caution 
come from the northland. 
Slipping enrollment and aging build¬ 
ings moved St. Louis County schools to 
hire Johnson Controls in 2009. (The St. 
Louis school district is separate from 
Duluth’s.) For $300,000, the company 
would develop a game plan to keep the 
rural district solvent. 

Covering 4,000 square miles, Minne¬ 
sota’s largest geographic district stretches 
from near Cloquet to the Canadian border, 
with 2,000 students. 

“They didn’t know exactly how John¬ 
son Controls’ strategic plan was going to 
come out, but I believe Johnson Controls 
certainly did,” says Marshall Helmberger, 
publisher of the Timberjay a weekly news¬ 
paper in Tower. 

“Johnson Controls had incentive to lay 
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out a scenario in which the 
bigger the issues the district 
had, the more the referendum 
would be,” he says. ‘‘Because 
the higher the budget, the 
more money the company 
would make.” 

Johnson urged the district 
to modernize buildings and 
close five schools, replacing 
them with two regional ones. 
Consolidating operations, 
energy efficiency, and staff 
restructuring would produce 
surplus budgets, according 
to Johnson. To do nothing 
meant a $4 million deficit 
within three years — and 
the risk of being dissolved 
by the state. 

(Johnson spokesperson 
Ryan Nolan declined com¬ 
ment for this story.) 

“We had a business man¬ 
ager working with them 
closely and a couple of school board 
members who were tight with Johnson 
Controls,” Helmberger says. “They all 
came up with this scare tactic and these 
financial projections that were frightening. 
They put this information out there and 
said we can’t recover without doing what 
Johnson Controls is proposing.” 

Voters approved funding for the $80 
million plan in 2009. Johnson would man¬ 
age the project, with fees amounting to 
$12 million. 

Johnson warned us “we were going 
into dissolution,” school board member 
Troy Johnson told Minnesota Public Radio 
in 2012. “It was the perfect situation for 
[Johnson Controls] to come in and basically 
make it a crisis, and they were going to get 
paid by how large the bond referendum is.” 

But the district’s struggles weren’t about 
to go away. 

According to paperwork provided by 
Johnson, the district could expect more 
than $5 million in savings. Three years 
later, officials were reporting a $650,000 
deficit in its $21 million budget. 

Two schools were closed, replaced by 
the new South Ridge School. Its energy 
bills came in at almost double those of 
the closed schools. 

“Only later did we find out Johnson 
Controls’ numbers, the numbers used to 
justify closing these schools, were bogus,” 
says Helmberger. “It used, in some cases, 
information that was inaccurate. The pro¬ 
jected savings were inflated and the new 
costs were understated. It was the classic 
case of over-promise, under-deliver.” 

His advice to Prior Lake: Tear up the 
contract and start over. 

“They have to make sure they bring 
in a consultant to do strategic planning 
for your school district that can’t have a 
vested interest in that planning effort,” he 
says. “And whomever comes in to do that

work, they need to come into it knowing 
they re working for the school district and 
only for the school district, and not to pad 
their bottom line.” 

School of crock 


P rior Lake business chief Julie Cink 
was recognized by the Association 
of Business Officials last year for 
“excellence, expertise, and transparency” 
in school finance and operations. 

This may explain why she defends the 
district, saying, “Nothing illegal is going 
on.... I still don’t know how we could have 
done this differently.” 

Meanwhile, the district’s website fea¬ 
tured a “Rumor Alert” page. The “Alert” 
page was recently replaced by an “FAQ” 
one, addressing “questions and rumors.” 
Sorensen still doesn’t understand what 
the fuss is about. 

Nexus “has been a phenomenal com¬ 
pany to work with [that’s] actually saved 
the district money,” he says. 

Helmberger has heard all this before. 
Looking back at St. Louis County’s expe¬ 
rience, he fingers a confederacy of mon¬ 
eyed interests and individual egos that 
succeeded in deflecting questions and 
assuaging misgivings. 

“When people questioned the school 
board and the business manager for what 
later turned out to be a really bad decision, 
they just dug in deeper,” he says. “They 
weren’t big enough people to admit they’d 
made a mistake.” 03

Handsome Hog’s “contemporary Southernish” refuses to be boxed in

I first met Justin Sutherland deep in 
the basement kitchen bowels of Bras¬ 
serie Zentral, the Eastern European 
fine dining behemoth by Russell and 
Desta Klein that lived a short, brilliant 
life in downtown Minneapolis. 

This was as close to a brigade kitchen 
as it gets around here. The crew was 
always in crisp, starched chef’s whites, 
falling into militaristic rank, toiling in 
concentrated silence. 

The last place I expected to find him 
after Zentral was running a Southern 
restaurant, smoking meat and folding 
Benton’s bacon into macaroni and cheese. 
But Handsome Hog isn’t the Southern 
restaurant of your imagination, and 
Sutherland’s fine dining background isn’t 
going to waste. 

‘T wanted to eat this food in a different 


environment,” he says. He’s in a stocking 
cap and short-sleeved chef’s shirt, relaxed 
as anything. ‘Without shit hanging off 
the walls and garbage can lids all over the 
place. [That’s] fine, but I wanted something 
different.” 

His something different is a sleek, 
contemporary room in St. Paul’s trendy 
Lowertown, where the menu zooms from 
Muffulettas to Cubanos. A “meat bar” 
showcases an extravagant Mangalitsa 
ham, the pig equivalent of gold. Banana 
pudding takes on a modernist edge with 
buttermilk espuma. 

Of course Southern food, soul food, and 
barbecue are all red hot right now, and 
have been for some years. When those 
foods get fancied up, they’re subject to all 
manner of cultural commentary. Should 
French technique be applied to some of 
the most survivalist of American cooking 
traditions? Should biscuits and gravy be 


tail-plated? Should they cost $21? Should 
white folks be profiting off it? 

Sutherland has a grandma from 
Mississippi, and another from Japan. His 
mom is white. His dad is African American. 
He identifies as his own thing. And like 
anyone growing up on fried chicken and 
collards, he found they stayed with him 
all throughout his adulthood and culinary 
education. Southern food is his first love, 
Japanese cooking his second, but when I 
push to get a categorization on Handsome 
Hog, the closest I get is “contemporary 
Southernish.” Like Sutherland, Handsome 
Hog is its own thing. 

Though he bristles at categorizing 
Handsome Hog as a barbecue joint, 
smoking is where the kitchen does its 
best work, and it is nice to eat such food 
in a room without a bunch of shit hanging 
off the walls. Sutherland won’t describe 
the brisket as a house specialty, but I will.

Ditto the deeply smoky, elaborately 
seasoned dry-rubbed wings, an eye- 
widening home run. When I tell the chef 
that theirs are contenders for best in town, 
he asks, “Yeah, how can I get in the wing 
game?” Kid, you’re in. 

These chicken champs are only available 
at happy hour, when you’ll also be eyeing 
the most excellent brisket and pork belly 
sliders.

into squishy buns and served with pickles 
and a housemade jalapeno sauce hot 
enough to make you jump out of your 
chair. These are the very essence of soul 
food: using what’s left to make something 
brilliant. 

My biggest problem with Handsome 
Hog is that there’s nearly too much to 
contend with on its menu. In their effort 
to evade definition, I fear that they do just 
that. A blue cheese wedge salad, while 
properly executed, can 
be had anywhere. A 
‘‘BBQ Chopped Salad” 
is a strange amalgam of 
kitchen-sink ingredients 
from black-eyed peas 
to grilled corn to grape 
tomatoes. And while they 
do chicken and waffles 
with expert grace, I’d 
like that once distinctive, 
now overdone dish to 
die a quiet death. Even 
White Castle is onto it. 

When pork shank osso 
buco or a whole fried 
snapper gets invited to the party, things 
start to get a little weird. It’s like too much 
memorabilia on the walls; the magic spell 
of a truly great restaurant starts to get a 
bit muddled. 

Besides, easy sellers like chicken and 
waffles obscure the flashes of often dazzling 
cooking here. The smoked cioppino with 
an ocean of seafood and smoked tomato 
broth sets an elegant, understated tone for 
future courses. A sausage gravy poutine 
boasts big, meaty batons of potato that 
stand up to the bombardment of cheesy, 
curdy gravy. Pickled Fresno chiles cut 
through the fat like a firecracker through 
muggy July air. 

For sheer drama, turn to the pork 
Porterhouse, where a bludgeon of pig 
rests over juicy braised cabbage, apple. 


and Cipollini onion, all of it doused in 
bourbon-infused sorghum and mustard 
butter. It’s dinner turned dessert and a 
meat treat you won’t soon forget. 

As at any truly good Southernish place, 
you can make a jo 5 dul, freewheeling meal 
out of the sides section. Sutherland’s 
grandma’s greens, mile-high flaky biscuits, 
and a cucumber salad that’s a nod to any 
Minnesota kid’s picnic table — I could die 
happy with these and little else. Well, these, 
and any selection from 
HH’s “Brown Bible” 
where a hundred labels 
of bourbon, whiskey, rye, 
and Scotch are treated 
with high reverence. 
Order a house Manhattan 
or a Vieux Carre with 
tobacco and Benedictine 
for smooth drinking 
proof. 

Much of the thrill of 
eating “next generation” 
cooking is finding out 
what the kids will do 
next. Purity in food 
cuts both ways. We all love a classic, but 
we’ve all had those classics before. When 
a young, black-Japanese-white guy with 
a French cooking background opens up 
a contemporary Southernish place, it’s 
cause to perk up and take notice. 

When Sutherland offers a taste from 
a pot of gumbo he’s been working long 
and hard on, I perk up again. The roux 
is dark, chocolate brown, and he says it 
takes an hour and a half to get that way. 
“Gumbo is so easy, yet so easy to mess up,” 
he says. It’s true. You can scarcely get a 
decent bowl in this town. Sutherland’s is 
a work in progress, and it won’t go on the 
menu until he gets it just right. 

Mastering the classics, then refusing 
to be confined by them. It’s the age-old 
path to greatness. We’ll be watching. 03

Bringing important black women of history — and of the present — into the spotlight

e don’t deserve Taraji P. 
Henson. 

After earning a richly 
deserved Oscar nod for 
embodying maternal warmth in The Curi¬ 
ous Case of Benjamin Button, she’s most 
prominently been seen on TV’s Empire these 
last few years. Until now, at least: Hidden 
Figures makes good on its title twice over, 
bringing both its subjects and its perform¬ 
ers into the spotlight where they belong. 

Henson is a magnetic enough presence 
to build a film around, but Theodore Melfi’s 
account of three black women who played 
crucial roles at NASA in the 1960s doesn’t 
have to. The main trio is rounded out by 
Octavia Spencer and Janelle Monde, with 
Monde in particular standing out Amusician 
who’d barely acted prior to last year, she’s 
excellent both here and in Moonlight (as 


is Mahershala Ali, who likewise appears 
in both films). 

Henson plays Katherine Johnson, a 
mathematical genius called in to assist 
the effort of safely launching John Glenn 
into space; Spencer is Dorothy Vaughn, 
manager of the “Colored Computers” 
department, not that her title and pay reflect 
her responsibilities; and Monde is Mary 
Jackson, who’d already be an engineer were 
the system not designed to prevent her from 
reaching her full potential. This being an 
inspired-by-true-events tale of overcoming 
the odds, there’s never any question of them 
ascending to their rightful positions. Even 
so, HiddenFigures is the rare crowd-pleaser 
to earn its tears of joy. 

The racism these three women encounter 
in the workplace isn’t violent, but it is 
institutionalized and quietly dehumanizing: 
Katherine is the only black person in her 
department, meaning she’s also the only one 


who has to drink out of a coffee pot labeled 
“colored” and walk to another building half 
a mile away to use the bathroom. This 
latter problem leads to one of the film’s 
most powerful scenes, as well as the only 
one typical of its genre: Asked where it is 
she disappears to for 45 minutes a day by 
her angry boss (Kevin Costner), she finally 
enlightens him about the bathroom situation 
— and he’s taken aback. 

The moment is key for two reasons. One 
is because Costner instantly goes out of 
his way to remedy the situation, providing 
the feel-good line “here at NASA, we all 
pee the same color” in the process. The 
other is because it shows how easy it is to 
perpetuate prejudice without intending to 
or even realizing it. Separate bathrooms in 
separate buildings never affected this Big 
Picture thinker until now, and so he was 
able to dismiss it as “just the way things are.” 

Kirsten Dunst and Jim Parsons play the

other two products-of-their-environment 
t 5 q)es whose main function is to gradually 
understand that, though this is the way it’s 
always been, it needn’t be that way forever. 
Credit where it’s due, lTiou^: HiddenFigures 
isn’t another “white people solve racism” 
movie, but rather one in which they step 
aside and let those actually affected by it 
do work that benefits them all. 

Films dealing with the racism of the 
past tend to flatter viewers’ sensibilities, 
subtly assuring us that we’ve made so 
much progress since then and things are 
so much better now. Though it was surely 
unintentional,HzddenEz^res has arrived at 
a moment when we’re in danger of moving 
backward rather than forward — which 
only makes the film more important. 03

T he idea that everything is fun¬ 
nier when you’re plastered is 
nothing new, but the collision of 
high culture and soused irrever¬ 
ence is now becoming a trend in branded 
entertainment. Comedy Central’s Drunk 
History leads the pack, and now we have 
Shit-Faced Shakespeare, alive show, stum¬ 
bling into town. 

The franchise had its genesis on the UK. 
Fringe circuit, moving on to London’s West 
End and currently spreading across Amer¬ 
ica. There are now productions in Boston, 
Atlanta, Austin, and St. Paul, where the Shit- 
Faced Shakespearians have a Friday and 
Saturday residency at Camp Bar through 
February with their take on A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream. 

This past weekend’s opening perfor¬ 
mances featured veteran actors from UK. 
and Boston shows; a local cast is being 
trained in and will start to take over this 
coming weekend. It hasn’t been heavily 
promoted, but Twin Cities fans somehow 
got the memo. Saturday night’s crowd was 
big, enthusiastic, and noticeably younger 
than the audience for previous Camp Bar 
shows like Flanagan’s Wake andDeer Camp: 
The Musical. 

The premise of Shit-Faced Shakespeare— 
as explained on Saturday by emcee Laura 
Sullivan — is that the company has taken 
‘'five fine Shakespearean actors” and gotten 
one of them “properly shit-faced.” Sullivan 
produced, as evidence, a depleted bottle of 
sparkling wine and two Red Stripe empties. 
Two audience members are empowered.

with horn and gong, to call for more drinks 
if it seems like the actor is sobering up. 

On Saturday, Beth-Louise Priestley 
played Hermia in the most appealing ver¬ 
sion of “shit-faced” ever seen. Giggling and 
stumbling her way into the woods with 
Lysander (Mac Young), Priestley repeat¬ 
edly wandered off the already-loose book, 
causing sympathetic consternation among 
her castmates, including Stacey Norris as 
Helena and John Mitton as Demetrius. 

By the end of the show, everything has 
gone to hell and been patched back up again, 
which is about as much as you can make of 
the original plot. Those familiar with the 
real play will catch an additional level of 
humor, but by no means do you need to be 
conversant with the original to enjoy the 
interactive antics of the Shit-Faced troupe. 

The genius of the concept is that having 
only one of the cast members “shit-faced” 
focuses your attention on the actor who’s 
stumbling into the scenery while you almost 
don’t notice that the actors playing it straight 
are being pretty funny as well. 

Another smart choice the producers 
have made is to retain the one-hour, no¬ 
intermission format they inherited from 
the Fringe. Shows start at 9:30 p.m., making 
it easy to grab dinner first or to just arrive 
at the bar early and get... well, you know.

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BACK ON THE BEAT 

Twin Cities rap great P.O.S roars back from health woes on new album Chill, Dummy

here is struggling to make a 
record, and then there’s what 
P.O.S went through. 

The 35-year-old Minneapolis 
rapper born Stef Alexander underwent a 
kidney transplant back in 2014. He spent 
more than a year on dialysis before that, 
forcing him to cancel an extensive tour in 
support of his last album, 2012’s We Don't 
Even Live Here. 

His recovery over the past three years 

— in between rare solo shows and live gigs 
alongside his Doomtree crew — has been 
arduous, he says, but the surgery abated 
the chronic kidney disease he’s suffered 
from since his teens. 

‘T feel like I’m as close to full strength 
as I can be,” P.O.S reports. ‘T’m older than 
I was when I got the transplant, but I feel 
way better than I did back then.” 

Last January, as his strength returned, 
P.O.S began constructing the skeletal parts 
of what would become his new record. 
Chill Dummy. Serious recording sessions 
began in earnest four months ago at the 
Hideaway Studios in northeast Minne¬ 
apolis, as well as in the home studios of 
P.O.S and some friends. There is a fitful 
urgency that courses through the album’s 
12 inventive tracks, with P.O.S conjuring 
the lyrical intensity of a man who knows 
how fortunate he is to still be here. 

Chill Dummy serves as P.O.S’ pla 5 dul but 
pragmatic advice to himself: to slow down 
and not overthink every detail. 

“The title is definitely directed at me,” 
P.O.S says with a laugh. “Anybody who 
relates to some of the songs can turn it 
in on themselves, too. But so much of the 
l 5 n:*ics are written at me, kind of freaking 
out about reconnecting with my friends 
and reconnecting with life after being sick.” 

P.O.S reunites with his friends in a major 
way on the new record, which drops Friday. 
In addition to longtime collaborator and 
primary Doomtree beatmaker Lazerbeak, 
he called on Kathleen Hanna, Busdriver, 
Lizzo, Open Mike Eagle, Allan Kingdom, 
Astronautalis, Lady Midnight, and several 
others to add to the feisty collaborative 
spirit of the record. 

On “Pieces/Ruins,” Busdriver’s hook 

— “All of the places we love have been left 


in ruins” — forms the wistful centerpiece, 
illuminating the longing for lost, special 
places from our past. 

“We had been having a long talk about 
gentrification,” P.O.S says. ‘When you’re 
a kid, you hang out at your spot every day. 
You’ve got your nooks, and your corner 
store, and your block. You make yourself, 
you make your personality. But just like the 
hook says, you get older and you stop look¬ 
ing so hard for those places. Other people 
see your corners as potential parking lots 
or ways to get money.” 

Another highlight of the album is 
“Faded.” On it, P.O.S transforms “Faded 
High” — a 2010 song from his soft-rock 
supergroup GAYNGS — into something 
that feels entirely new. 


“When [“Faded High”] came out, I 
thought it was really awesome and I 
wanted to make my own version of it,” 
he says mischievously. ‘When it was time 
to make this record, I had an idea and just 
asked [GAYNGS ringleader/producer] Ryan 
[Olson], ‘Can you send me the stems of that 
song so I can make a new one?”’ 

The reworked version features P.O.S’ 
exuberant rhymes blending with original 
vocals from Bon Iver’s Justin Vernon and 
Minneapolis upstart Lady Midnight. Her 
rich, soulful voice is featured all over the 
album. 

“I came to the Hideaway studio and it 
was extremely enjoyable and effortless,” 
Lady Midnight says of the Chill Dummy 
recording process. “[P.O.S] had a very clear 


idea to start with, very much a director of 
his vision, but once that foundation was 
set, Stef encouraged me to just open up 
and vocalize my heart. The energy and 
chemistry felt very electric — even victori¬ 
ous — in the studio that day.” 

That session might not have been possible 
without the help of P.O.S’ fans, who assisted 
financially and emotionally throughout 
his long recovery. Doomtree managed to 
crowd-fund more than $40,000 to help 
pay medical bills, and P.O.S says the sup¬ 
portive comments from fans kept him going 
through the darkest days of his dialysis 
and transplant surgery. 

“That was the stuff that kept me want¬ 
ing to wake up every morning,” P.O.S says. 
“Without my family, my close friends, 
Doomtree, and these comments, I would 
have lost it. Mary [Thayer], my manager 
and good friend, actually went through 
and wrote everybody’s comments down 
in a book and gave it to me while I was in 
my bed sick. Even now, I still flip through 
it and read everything people wrote.” 

Making Chill Dummy proved to be 
cathartic, a way for P.O.S to work through 
the emotions that mounted during his 
health scare. 

“A lot of this record is very much just me 
being really mad at me, it’s really inward,” 
he reveals. “There were some really hard 
times during when I was sick that I didn’t 
even really acknowledge until I was feeling 
a lot better. And then I got to look back 
and say, ‘Wow, I was really struggling.’” 

To give some love back to his hometown 
fans, P.O.S lined up two local shows in 
support of Chill Dummy. The intimate 
7th St. Entry gig this Friday sold out in 
a matter of minutes, but he’ll return to 
First Avenue’s Mainroom on March 17. 
Both those spaces hold special signifi¬ 
cance for P.O.S. 

“If I’m being honest, I didn’t have any 
other goals in my music career aside from 
playing First Avenue,” he admits. “So, once 
I hit and then surpassed that goal, I had to 
reassess my whole life. Like, OK, so what 
do I want to do now?” 

No matter what he does now — or next 
— it’s clear the music world is invested in 
his success. 03

As the frosty version of summertime’s 
Twin Cities Jazz Fest, the two-day T.C. 
Winter Jazz is leaner and more hunkered 
down. But it has a fiery spark at its core 
in the guise of headliner Nicholas Payton, 
renowned New Orleans trumpeter and 
cultural activist/philosopher. Pa54on will 
play the spotlight gig at the St. Paul Hotel 
Sunday evening with his latest ensemble, 
performing material from his forthcoming 
double album, Afro-Caribbean Mixtape. 
Acclaimed for his technical trumpet mas¬ 
tery, Payton initially emphasized traditional 
New Orleans jazz roots, particularly Louis 
Armstrong’s work.
